Election of Its National Officers 
Completed. 


Several Important Reports are 
Presented. 


Better Pension Service Wanted—A 
Memorial to Congress About the 
Battlefields — Southern Histories 
of the War Condemned, 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.} 
BUFFALO (N. Y.,) Aug. 27.—The 
Grand Army has elected its officers for 
the ensuing year, and the encampment 
of 1897 has adjourned to meet in Cin- 
cinnati next year. 

Today’s session. lasted from 9:15 
o’clock this morning until 3:45 o’clock 
this afternoon, without intermission. 
Opening under the order of business, 
the encampment took up the election 
of Senior Vice-Commander-in-Chief. 
Comrade Alfred Lyth of Bidwell-Wilk- 
son Post of this city was placed in 
nomination, and was elected unani- 
mously, there being no other noeeEne* 
tions, 

The election of Junior Wieb-Commneal- 
er-in-Chief was not accomplished un- 
til afternoon, there being four candi- 
dates and several interruptions to the 
proceedings of the encampment by 
speeches and the admission of a com- 
mission from the Woman’s Relief 
Corps. On the first ballot F. B. Allen 
of Connecticut, the candidate of the 
.naval veterans, led and he was elected 
on the second ballot. 

Dr. David Mackey of Dallas, Tex., 
was elected Surgeon-General unani- 
mously, and Rev. R. C. Bruner of the 
First Methodist Church of Chicago 
was in like manner elected a 
in-Chief. 

Past Commander-in-Chief Walker of 
Indiana was presented with a silver 
service by the encampment. 

Among the reports receiving favor- 
able consideration from the executive 
session of the encampment was that of 
the Pension Committee. It recom- 
mended a readjustment of widows’ 


and application in pension claims. The 
report also recommended that Con- 


| Sress pass a service pension law, to 


apply to all veterans 
reached the age of 62 years. 

The report of the committee. having 
in charge the memorializing of Con- 
gress to purchase several of the most 
important battlefields about Freder- 
icksburg, Va., and connect them by 
sovernment roads, was adopted. 

Another committee reported favora- 
bly the proposition to establish na- 
tional parks at the battlefields of 
Vicksburg, Stone River and Appomat- 
tox. 

The report of the Committee on Text 
Books used in the public schols was 
adopted. 

The report deals severely with some 
of the histories used in the South, 
charging that they misrepresent the 
facts as to the cause of the rebellion, 
and present them from a_ southern 
standpoint of view.

“Underground Railroad’ Conductor. 


CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—William Cratiy, 
who, before the civil war, was one of 
the most notable conductors of the 
“underground railroad’’ for the assist-. 
ance of runaway slaves, died near Ma- 
rysville, O., last night of old age. Mr. 
Cratty. it is said, helped over three 
thousand slaves to escape to Canada, 
and at one time a reward of $3000 was 
offered to anyone who would deliver 
him dead or alive south of Mason and 
Dixon’s line. He was 92 years of age. 


Commutation for Allender. 


SAN JOSE, Aug. 27.—Attorney More- 
house said this morning that he would 
not apply for habeas corpus in behalf 
of Harvey Allender, under sentence to 
hang next Friday, as had been done in 
the case of Murderer Hill.

| CLEVELAND, Aug. 27.—At today’s 
session of the National Bar Associa- 
tion, Walter S. Logan offered a com- 
prehensive report urging the enact- 
ment of legislation enabling a creditor 
of a debtor who is squandering prop- 
erty to secure the interposition of the 
courts to protect his rights, although 
the debt might not be due. The con- 
vention instructed the committee to 
consider the matter and report at the 
next annual meeting.

Judge R. S. Tyler of Indiana offered 
‘a resolution on the subject of trusts, 
which aroused considerable interest, 
but was adopted without discussion, as 
follows: 

‘Resolved, that the Committee on 
Jurisprudence and Law Reform be re- 
quested to submit to the association at 
its next annual meeting a report on the 
subject of existing laws in relation to 
trusts and combinations in business, 
with reference especially to the ques- 
tion whether or not it is practicable to 
provide’ by law for discrimina- 
tions among organizations of the char- 
acter by reference to the reasonable- 
ness of contracts on which they rest, 
their effect on the public interest or 
the interest of those engaged in them 
as place it in the power of the law and 
the courts to deal more effectively 
with those who are mischievous in 
their nature and tendency than has 
been found possible hitherto.”’ 

The committee to which was referred 
a resolution inviting the International 
Law Association to meet at the same 
time and place with the American Bar 
Association in 1898 made a _ favorable 
report, and the resolution was adopted. 
An effort will be made to make the ’98 
meeting of those great bodies of 
learned men an event in the history of 
the country. President McKinley will 
be urged to speak before a joint as- 
sembly of the associations. The meet- 
ing will probably be held at Saratoga, 
but this will be decided by the Execu- 
tive Committee. Adjournment sine die 
was then taken.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—[Special Dis- 
patch.]

“Instructions ites been issued by the 
State Department to Luther W. Os- 
born of Nebraska, now Consul-Gen- 
gral at Apia, Samoa, which will form 


| the basis for the restoration of the lost 


influence of this country in the Sa- 
moan Islands. Under the Cleveland 
administration Samoa was abandoned 
to Germany and Great Britain, and 
no attempt to live up to the provisions 
of the tripartite agreement has since 
been made by the government. Presi- 
dent McKinley, however, considers the 
islands well worth holding to the lim- 
ited extent provided by the agreement, 
and his ideas on the subject are em- 


bodied in instructions which Osborn 


will carry with him to Apia. 
“Osborn is now in Washington study- 
ing the correspondence relating to 
Samoa on file in the State Department. 
He is thoroughly in sympathy with 


the ideas of the President, and intends 


to do all possible to promote the lan- 
guishing American interests. His in- 
structions are to make an inquiry into 
the political conditions in the islands, 
with particular reference to the work- 
ings of the tri-partite arrangement, 
and to suggest a plan for the improve- 


ment of the provisions of the agree-. 


ment. His report will be made to 
President McKinley, who has been im- 
pressed with the strategical and com-

It is probable 
a United States warship will be sent 
to Apia to show the Stars and Stripes 
to let the people of the island under- 
stand that this government has not lost 
an interest in them.

SPAIN WILL DO HER DUTY IF HE 
INTERFERES. 


Gen. Arcarraga Declares of His Own 
Knowledge That the Caban In- 
surrection is Nearing an End. 
Weyler Indorsed.

MADRID, Aug. 27.—[By Atlantic 
Cable.] Gen. Azcarraga, the Spanish 
Premier, at the Cabinet Council over 
which he presided last night, declared 
the government would follow in the 
footsteps of the late Premier, Sefior 
Canovas del Castillo. 

Gen. Azcerraga announced that the 
government had full confidence in 
Capt.-Gen. Weyler’ political and mili- 
tary conduct of affairs in Cuba. Per- 
sonally the Premier was aware that 
the insurrection in Cuba was approach- 
ing an end, and if the United States 
made any demonstrations, which he 
hoped would not be the case, Spain 
would do her duty. The Premier closed 
his speech by appealing for the good- 
will of all Conservatives. 

SAGASTA’S VIEWS. 

MADRID, Aug. 27.—Sefior Sagasta, 
the Liberal leader, has made a fresh 
declaration on the political situation. 
He says it is daily growing worse in 
Cuba, and continues serious in the 
Philippine Islands. Sefior Sagasta is 
ready to apply autonomy to Cuba, and 
expresses the belief that the Liberals 
will assume power earlier than ex- 
pected. Sagasta asserts that the 
Carlists are already prepared for a 
rising, and only waiting a false step on 
the part of the government or a favor- 
able opportunity to take up arms. 

POKING FUN AT. WOODFORD. 

HAVANA, Aug. 27.—The Diario de 
la Marina calls the mission of Gen. 
Stewart L. Woodford, United States 
Minister to Spain, a failure, and says: 

“Germany and 
hostile to American intervention in 
Cuban matters. Englaniti, skilled like 
an old diplomat, ts evasive to Wood- 
ford’s insinuation, and he expressed no 
opinion regarding Cuba.

If the sub-port 
is to be continued, let Canada agree 
with the Americans that our subjects 
shall enjoy the same rights and privi- 
feges in the gold fields that are en- 
joyed by the citizens of Canada.” 

Mr. Cassel gives news regarding the 
relative merits of the Chilcoot and 
Skaguay passes. He says: “An enor- 
mous number of those at Dyea have 
gone over, but those who have at- 
tempted to reach the fields by the 
White Pass have had bad luck. I 
think it safe to say that only 15 per 
cent. have been successful. It would 
be a physical impossibility to do much 
on the pass before winter. They tried 
to close ‘the pass in order to fix it, 
but failed. On the Chilcoot Pass they 
are pressing steadily forward. I be- 
lieve that those who goto Dyea at once 
will get over before winter sets in. 
Indians have used this pass for a hung 
dred years. 

“A company is being formed to be 
known as the Dyea-Klondyke Trans- 
portation Company, to transport trav- 
elers and supplies from Salt Water to 
Lake Linderman. The equipment will 
be so extensive that those who go in 
from the spring will be sure of getting 
tgrough without delay.

RIOT OVBR RATIONS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 24.—The 
Anchor Point gold mine at Cook’s In- 
let, Alaska, was the scene of miners’ 
riot in July, according to news which 
has just been received in this city. 
About fifty men are at work there, em- 
ployed by a Boston corp@mation, which 
owns the mines, and in July the funds 
for the payment of the men ran short.

TRYING FOR A ROUTE. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) Aug. 27.—The Do- 
minion government has determined to 
test the feasibility of reaching the 
Klondyke by way of Edmonton and 
the Peace River, and a practical trial 
of the proposed route will be made at 
once under the direction of the Interior 
Department. It hags**been claimed for 
this route that it affords the advantage 
of a continuous stretch of country 
available for horses, and could, there- 
fore, be utilized by pack trains. To 
ascertain the character of this route, it 
has been decided by the Minister of 
the Interior to dispatch a small party 
of Northwest mounted police as soon 
as possible. They will move north by 
way of the Peace River to the Laird, 
and thence by way of the Dease to the 
Pelly, which joins the Yukon at Fort 
Selkirk, fifteen miles above Dawson 
and but 100 miles above the Stewart 
River, where, according to present in- 
dications, the bulk of<«.projecting will 
be done next year. / 

The proposed new reute has been 
covered by Mr. Dawson by canoes from 
Dawes Lake by way of Upfer Laird, 
but the proposed land journey from 
Edmonton by way of the Peace River 
is projected through about four hun- 
dred miles of absolutely unknown ter- 
ritory. Should the police exploration 
party report favorably upon this route, 
it will doubtless become the cattle trail 
of the future. It may be impossible to 
make the drive through in one season, 
but abundance of feed is reported along 
the route as far as known, so that the 
cattle can be wintered. over at some

JAMES HOOD DIES ON THE GAL- 
LOWS UNCOMPLAININGLY. 


The Mystery of the Murder of Old 
Paddy Wood at Nelson, B. C., 
Cleared Up—The Latter Was the 
Father of His Slayer and Had 
Abandoned His Family. ;

VAUCOUVER (B. C.,) Aug. 27.— 
{Special Dispatch.] A drama in real 
life has just been ended by the execu- 
tion of James Wood at Nelson, B. C., 
for murder. Three principal actors are 
now in their graves and a_ strange. 
story, full of blood-curdling interest, 
has ended in murder and the gallows. 


It reads much like Hall Caine’s story 


of “The Bondman,” but the true tale 
is more terrible and improbable than 
the novelist’s tale. 

Paddy Wood kept a blacksmith shop 
where he shot horses and did the rough 
fron-work required in the little mining 
town of Nelson. One night,-a few 
months ago, he heard a_ noise in his 
shop from his bedroom above, and 
going downstairs was confronted by a 
man who, without speaking, shot the 
old blacksmith through the breast. The 
murderer was recognized as James 
Wood. Paddy Wood lingered for some 
time before he died, but he would not 

. Bpeak, save to say that James Wood 
shot him down without a word. Neither 
would the murderer speak at the gal- 
lows of the dead manor his identity. 
He simply said with a smile: ‘Don’t 

e draw the rope too tight.”’ 

No one knew what occurred beyond 
the shooting in the little blacksmith 
shop, But those who claim to know say 
that Jim Wood killed his own father 
to avenge his mother’s honor. It is 
known that S. M. Wood, better known 
as Paddy, was born in Louisiana, and 
afterward removed to Pennsylvania. 
Here, it is said, the murdered man 
married, and the result of the union 
was one son. While the boy was yet 
young, the father deserted his wife and 
child for a woman of dissolute habits. 
The heartbroken mother lived only! 
long enough to tell her sad life history 
to her son. He made the vow that he 
would seek his father and avenge his 
mother’s wrongs. The curtain fell on 
the drama when James Wood met 
Paddy Wood in the blacksmith shop 
and sent home the shot that robbed the 
old man of his life. 


Maxiim’s New Light. 


LONDON, Aug. 27.—A wonderful new 
light has just been invented by Hiram 
Maxim, the American scientist now 
living in England and inventor of the 
Maxim gun. It is an electric light of 
three times the candle-power of the 
ordinary incandescent light.

SAN FRANCISCO, Ang. 27.—J. R. 
McGuffick, formerly in charge of the 
legal-blank printing department of the 
H. S. Crocker Company, was the only 
Witness examined for the defense in 
the Angus-Craven case this morning. 
His testimony was merely to the ef- 
fect that, in his «pinion as an expert, 
the Cooney blanks were not identical 
with those exhibited by the plaintiffs 
in order to prove that they were ac- 
knowledged until after the date upon 
Which they purported to have been. 

Late this afternoon testimony of a 
sensational character Was given in the 
Angus-Craven case by Charles F. M. 
Barilett, who was recalled by the 
plaintiff’s attorneys for further cross- 
examination. When on the stand for- 
merly he stated’ that on the 27th of 
September, 1894, the day when the pen- 
cildeeds are said to have been acknowl- 
edged by Notary Cooney, he saw Sen- 
ator Fair come out of the Lick House 
and go into Cooney’s office. Today, 
however, he swore that he was not 
Sure of the correctness of this state- 
ment. The witness acknowledged that 
he had cnce obtained $50 from Attorney 
Ruef’s brother-in-law on a note which 
Ruef himself indorsed. Further, he had 
been promised $5000 if Mrs. Craven won 
in the pending litigation. 

In addition to all this, Bartlett ac- 
knowledged that it was on the occa- 
sion that he applied to Ruef to help 
him get the $50 that he first mentioned 
what he was able to testify to. This 
evening Bartlett was ordered under ar- 
rest on a charge of perjury by Superior 
Judge Slack, who is presiding over the 
case. 

Just before the adjournment of court 
Delmas spoke of a paper that had been 
handed to him, and to which his signa- 
ture had been forged. At recess he 
had seen the same paper handed to a 
juror. It purported to be an agreement 
between Delmas and James Walter 
Gough, and was drawn up in clumsy 
imitation of legal style. By it Delmas 
had pledged some personal papers as. 
Security for money borrowed of Gough. 
The writing bore no resemblance to 
that of Delmas, who read it to the 
court. 

William Goettert was called and tes- 
tified regarding the paper. He = said 
that he had lent a livery stable keeper 
named Moulder $50. When Goettert 
pressed: his claim, Moulder told him 
that he had lent money to Gough and 
that Delmas Owed Gough. Goettert 
said Moulder told him that Mrs. Craven 
Was sure to win, as all the jurors were 
pledged to her. He also. said that 
Moulder had in his possession acknowl- 
edged stipulations from each juror that 
they would decide in Mrs. Craven’s 
favor, and a will, signed by James G. 
Fair, which is carefully kept in a glass 
case.

| Two Young Chicagoans Invent What 
27.—Mrs. Sarah | 


They Call Mirex and Say They 
Can Annihilate Navies—Cheaper 
Than Torpedoes. 


[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 
CHICAGO, Aug. 27.—A small brass 


projectile, measuring 4x14 inches, was | 


thrown in the lake off Van Buren 


street from the government pier, and 


at a depth of five feet it exploded. A 
volume of water spouted twenty-five 
feet into the air, and dead fish bobbed 
up to the surface and floated about, 
mute testimony to the destructiveness 
of the explosive. 

The name of this explosive, which is 


the discovery of two Chicago men, is | 


mirex. From recent experiments its 
inventors claim it is not a wild state- 
ment to state that mirex will revolu- 
tionize modern warfare. Unlike the 
marine torpedo, the most perfect de- 
stroying projectile known to navel en- 
gineers, mirex in a comparatively small 
brass casing, can be. thrown from a 
cannon .at any distance desired under 
twenty miles, and, dropping into the 
water at the side of a man-of-war, will 
sink at a stated depth and explode with 
annihilating results. No wire has to 
be connected with the projectile, as is 
the case with the submarine torpedo. 

The mirex projectile does not pierce 
the steel armor of a gunboat, but it 
simply settles in the water to a depth 
of five, ten, twenty or any number of 
feet the operator may wish, and then 
explodes. Its discoverers are Herman 
G. Pfeffer, a salesman for Browning, 
King & Co., and William 8S. Darley, 
connected with the Clenfost Hosiery 
Company. They are not expert chem- 
ists, and mirex in its perfect state is 
the result of some luck and a good deal 
of hard work and énterprise. John H. 
Edelmann, a wealthy former Philadel- 
phian, has such faith in the virtue of 
mirex as a destroyer of ships and 
navies that .he is backing it liberally 
with his money. 

Mr. Pfeffer is a modest man of 23 
years. 
he said: “It is neither Hquid nor 
solid, nor is it a powder. While ex- 
perimenting with it Darley and myself 
smoke our pipes and handle it as we 
would so much sand. It is an odd and 
wonderful mixture, and its name signi- 
fies nothing. It explodes at any depth 
we desire, the explosion depending on 
the quantity and quality of the explo- 
sive we place in the projectile. We are 
now having a gun model constructed 
in Chicago, and within six weeks this 
cannon will be finished and presented 
to the United States Navy Department. 
It will throw a projectile 8 incl.es long 
and 3% inches in diameter. This will 
blow into atoms any ship that will float 
in the lake. Bach one of these shells 
will cost about $20, vastly cheaper than 
torpedoes now in use and far more ac- 
curate and destructive.” 

Mr. Darley is only 19 years of age. 
He will not divulge the character or 
nature of the new explosive. The pro- 
jectile used in these experiments is 
about the size of a giant firecracker, 
and the ends of the cylinder are closed 
with a substance that 
foil. Mr. Darley was once connected 
with the Navy Department.

palace last Sunday evening. The cause 
of the outbreak seems to be the preju- 
dice of the police, who attacked Ahe 
people because of their opposition to 
the candidacy of Sefior Carlos Peon, 
the present Governor of Yucatan, who 
sought reélection. The Governor in- 
structed the Chief of Police to fire 
upon the crowd in case of an outbreak. 
The Chief ignored his instructions be- 
cause of a refusal of the Governor to 
reduce them to writing, and as a re- 
Filit the Governor delegated one of his 
aides as acting Chief of Police. 

“While the crowd was gathering 
around the plaza on Sunday night, 
Pastor Remon Ramirez, one of the 
Governcr’s party, threw a giant fire- 
cracker in front of the Police Station. 
It exploded, and, as though acting on 
a signal, the police fired on the crowd, 
killing one woman and two men. The 
crcewd immediately scattered. 

“News reached the headquarters of 
the National Guard, ‘and a detachment 
came out and commenced firing on the 
crowd They killed nime persons and 
injured many more. News of the riots 
was at once sent to President Diaz, and 
he ordered the arrest of all the officials 
connected with the affair.. These offi- 
cials are under arrest. Alvino Manza- 
nillo, formerly treasurer of the munic- 
ipality; Ricard Pinielo, Augustin Gam- 
boa and Sefor Mcguel of the Gover- 
nor’s party and Col. R. Francisco Ira- 
bion, Deputy Chief of Police, are un- 
der arrest.

The President of the Revolutionary 
Committee Says His People are 
not Reconciled,

ASSASSIN ARREDONDO ONE OF THE 
PRESIDENT’S PARTY, 


Murdered the Head of the State to 
Save His Country from Bad Gov- 
ernment—Congress to Meet 
at Once.

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—A dispatch to 
the Herald from Buenos Ayres says: 
“The president of the Uruguayan Revo- 
lutionary Committee in this city ex- 
pressed great regret at the assassina- 
tion of President Borda of Uruguay, 
and declares that the revolutionary 
party is guiltless of any complicity. 
He further declares that Sefior Cues- 
tas, who has been chosen President 
ad interim, will do nothing to pacify 
the country, as he is as generally hated 
in Uruguay as was President Borda. 
The war, he says, will ‘continue if 
Congress does not allow the demands 
of the rebels.” 
ARRENDO’S ASSERTIONS. 
NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—A dispatch 


to the Herald from Montevideo says 


the revolutionists have declared that 
the assassination of President Borda 
will have no effect upon their future. 
The war will continue. 

Avelino Arredondo, the military of- 
ficer who shot President Borda, reiter- 
ates his statement that he had no ac- 
complices. He now says, however, that 
he murdered the President to save his 
country from bad government. The 
fact that he and all his family belong 
to the ‘“‘Colorados,” the party of which 
Sefior Borda was the leader, seems to 
prove that the revolutionists had noth- 
ing to do with the crime. 

Congress will assemble at once to 
In the mean 
time the President ad interim, Sefior 
José Cuestas, is taking steps to form 
a new cabinet. Dr. Francisco Bana 
h been named Minister of the In- 
terior. 

All the leading military commanders 
are coming to Montevideo to consult 
with the new administration as to 
what policy to adopt against the 
rebels. 

In the meantime reports from the 
field show no decrease in the fighting. 
Gen. Flores has issued a manifesto 
calling for a complete union of the 
“Colorados” against the rebels.

The German press illy conceals its 
surprise and chagrin at the conclu- 
sion of the treaty under an assumed 
nonchalance and with the assertion 


that it makes no difference, as the 


Czar will not sanction any scheme for 
French revenge on Germany. 

The Austrian press likewise endeav- 
ors to minimize the importance of the 
treaty. The Pester Lloyd declares that 
it is a “‘tandem bicycle alliance,: 
which Russia steers in the pathway of 
peace.”’ 

The Opinione of Rome refuses to be- 
lieve that any change has taken place 
in the European status quo, unless the 
terms of the alliance are published, 
proving the change. 

FRANCE WANTS A LOAN, 

LONDON, Aug. 27.—The Financial 
News says the French Cabinet is con- 
sidering the floating of a loan of £60,- 
000,000 in 24 per cent. bonds, partly for 
the redemption of the floating debt and 
partly for the reconstruction of the 
French navy.

Gen. Hawley on President McKinley. 


{Springfield Republican:] Being 
asked what he had to say concerning 
President McKinley, Senator Hawley 
said: ‘‘Mr. McKinley never had bitter 
enemies, but he stands higher in the 
estimation of the whole country than 
ever beforé—not only as a man of 
sagacity and courage, but as a cheery, 
hopeful ‘and courageous gentleman. 
Veteran combatants on the Demo- 
cratic side of Congress speak of his 
personal bearing toward them in 
terms of the highest satisfaction. The 
machinery of the administration is 
working smoothly and_ successfully. 
Before he was President many per- 
sons doubtless thought him a man of 
easy and pliable temper.

“SEVEN BIG 


SEVERAL HUNDRED PERSONS 
PAID TO SEE THEM, 


They Saw Some Most Remarkable 
Acrobatic Antics at Hazard’s Pa- 
vilion Bast Night. 


ALLEGED BOXING EXHIBITION. 


ROUNDS THAT FROM 
TWELVE TO FIFTY SECONDS. 


Solly Smith Prevented by a Fake 
Referee and Time-keeper from 
Giving Any Exhibition of His 
Skill at Sparring. 


A few hundred men and boys and a 
dozen women were in Hazard’s Pavil- 
ion last night; five or six hundred in 
all, perhaps. The stage had been 
cleared of scenery, wings and all the 
impediments of the theater, and about 
one hundred and fifty square feet of 
the stage were inclosed by a rope 
strung from corner posts about five 
feet high. In two of the corners were 
chairs. A towel hung over one chair. 
A few men flitted about the edges of 
the stage and peeped around the cor- 
ners, and the men in the hall, when 
they could think of nothing else to 
do, ironically applauded the peepers. 
The men and boys smoked, and some 
of them drank from black bottles, and 
all seemed to expect something inter- 
esting to occur on the stage. 

Shortly before 9 o’clock something 
occurred. It was a thin-faced man 
with a white vest, blue tie and red 
hair. He made some remarks that 
were inaudible in the din of purpose- 
less applause, and another man 
stepped to his side, wearing a self- 
conscious smile, a black suit and an 
air of importance. From the frag- 
mentary remarks of the first man, it 
was possible to gather the interesting 
information that the second man was 
Spider Kelly, Esq. Spider bowed, 
and then retired to the back of the 
stage and landed in an airy attitude 
against a green and yellow meadow. . 

Then a man in green tights came 
out and bowed and retired to a corner 
where somebody had thoughtfully 
placed a bottle. He was followed by a 
colored gentleman scantily attired in 
white. These two had large stuffed 
mittens on their hands. Mr. Spider 
looked at his watch and said something 
about time, and the two persons in 
bathing suits stepped forward, shook 
hands in a friendly way and immedi- 
ately tried to strike each other. They 
tried this for a minute and twenty- 
five seconds, and then rested, and then 
they went at it again. The man in 
green, a Mr. Lansing from somewhere, 
frequently poked his left arm out and 
jolted the other man’s chin, and _ the 
other man struck him in the ribs when- 
ever he could. Three times they rested, 
and the last time they engaged they 
pranced around for just seventy sec- 
onds, which Mr. Spider thought was 
long enough. They were very expert | 
in striking and dodging, and the man 
in green appeared to be the more con- 
fident of the two. — 5 

After these men had bowed and re- 
tired, two others took their places. Mr. 
Spider said one was Kid O’Brien and 
the other Tom Clunie. O’Brien was 
much heavier and stronger than Clu- 
nie, but Clunie was equally willing to 
stand up and punch. They punched 
and struck and wrestled for four 
rounds, and the little fellow had much 
the worst of it, but he showed no de- 
sire to quit. When they stopped quar- 
reling, the entente cordiale was imme- 
diately restored, and O’Brien showed 
much solicitude for Clunie, placing one 
arm about him and helping him off the 
stage and patting him on the back en- 
couragingly, as if he were sorry to 
have hurt him. 

Their places were taken by a young 
colored lad and a white boy, who tried 
zealously to punch each other’s head. 
They did punch pretty hard, and the 
white lad’s nose bled a hittle. If Mr. 
Spider had not called “time” early in 
the last encounter, the white lad would 
have fallen down from exhaustion and 
the effects of blows on the chin. 

Mr. Spider then came forward with 
a little man who wore an overcoat and 
not much under it, and introduced him 
as’*Mr. Dan Mahoney.”’ Then another 
little man in an overcoat showed up, 
and Mr. Spider informed the people in 
the hall that this was “Solly Smith. 
the greatest little fighter in the world.” 
The audience yelled and cheered, and 
the greatest little fighter ducked his 
head sharply and retired to a corner. 
The two little men took off their over- 
coats and appeared in tights. The 
Spider said they would box four 
friendly rounds of two minutes each. 
Evidently that was what the crowd had 
come to see, and everybody began to 
show interest in the proceedings. But 
the two little men did not do as 
Spider said they would. Spider had a 
watch in his hand, but it must have 
had only an hour hand, or else Spider 


unable to tell time by a watch. 
he four rounds were friendly enough, 
but the first lasted forty seconds, the 
next twelve seconds, the third forty-five 
seconds and the fourth forty seconds. 
Smith appeared a very clean-built, 
well-muscled little man and very skill- 
ful in boxing. The other man was 
Slight, lean and less skillful, and Smith 
was very careful to avoid hitting him 
hard. Somebody yelled to the lean 
man: “Go in, Dan, and hit him; he 
won't get mad!” and Dan showed a 


commendable willingness to go in, but 


the man who couldn't tell time by a 
watch interfered at an inopportune 
time and stopped the show. No- 
body wanted to see either man 
injured, but the few hundred peo- 
ple had paid money to see Solly Smith 
box, and they protested against the 
imposition. They yelled at Spider and 
advised him to pay attention ta his 
watch, and Spider grinned and said he 
hadn’t been looking at it. Then the 
people hissed and jeered at Spider un- 
til it began to dawn even upon his in- 
durated intelligence that he was not 
-‘making himself popular by his fan- 
tastic system of timing, and he 
“obliged” by departing from public 
view. It was not necessary to hit him 
with a brick in order to make him un- 
‘derstand that he was persona non 
grata in that crowd. He retired and 
haughtily declined to officiate any 
longer as time-keeper and referee, and 
Lansing took his place. 

A tough-looking young man, whose 
intellectual faculties were being 
strained by the arduous labor of flap- 
ping a towel came forward and made 
a speech. He said: “It’s all right to 
hiss a guy from Missouri, but any 
crowd dat’ll hiss a Los Angeles boy 
what’s just come home to be received 
wid honors, ain’t no good,. and dat 
goes.” This admirable sentiment was 
generously applauded. 

The next event was a ghost dance 
by W. Rapp and: George Smith, Lans- 
ing said it was a ‘friendly go,” and it 
surely was friendly. Damon and 
Pythias were but casual acquaint- 
ances in comparison with Rapp and 


Smith. They danced about and swatted. 


the atmosphere with gentle. swings, 
taking scrupulous care to avoid strik- 
ing each other, and sometimes they 
fell upon each other’s neck and em- 
braced with effiusive affection. It was 
a touching scene, but the audience did 
not seem to understand it that way, 
and made flippant remarks advising 
Rapp to ‘take a dive” and saying 
many other irrelevant things. Smith 
was frequently advised to sit down, 
but he preferred to swing his arms 
about and go through the steps of the 
ghost dance. A kinetoscope contest 
between two jumping-+jacks would 
have been more exciting. When the 
dancers went away, a man came for- 
ward and said that was the end of 
the show. 

And all this was the grand fistic en- 
tertainment in honor of Solly Smith; 
“seyen big events,” the posters said. 
Men paid money for admission because 
it was advertised that Solly Smith 
would box four rounds with one man 
and six rounds with another, and they 
wanted to see him exhibit some of his 
skill at the game. He was in the ring 
less than three minutes all told. The 
Jeffries exhibition was a farce, but 
last night’s flasco was but little bet- 
ter than a bunco game. A few more 
such shows will do more than repres- 
sive legislation to put an end to the 
sport of boxing. 


SAVED HIS DAUGHTERS. 


Harry C. Stone Arrives at His Home 
Just in Time. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS WIRE.] 

NEW YORK, Aug. 27.—Harry C. 
Stone, the veteran manager of Pater- 
son Operahouse, became ill and was 
forced to go to his home, which is 
called Ryle Park, on the banks of the 
Passiac River, a short distance below 
the village of Little Falls. His indis- 
position proved the ‘salvation of his 
three daughters, Minnie, Bella and 
Maud, for he rescued them from 
drowning by his opportune advent from 
town.- The girls had gone out for a 
row on the river, and they upset in 
twelve feet of water, just after his ar- 
rival. Although Mr. Stene is 60 years 
old, he reached them before they sank 
and saved them by almost superhu- 
man efforts. Two were unconscious 
when brought ashore.

The report of the Finance Commit- 
tee of the City Council will be com- 
pleted today and on Monday the Coun- 
cil will fix the rate of tax levy for the 
current year.

A BAD BOY FROM PASADENA, 


Fred Wilson and His Record in 
This City. 


Fred Wilson, the young boy sent to 
jail from Pasadena ona charge of 
Stealing grain sacks, is beyond doubt 
one of, the brightest, smoothest and 
most unscrupulous fellows of his age 
that ever faced a magistrate in answer 
to a criminal charge. He also has an 
undisputed reputation for ‘twisting 
facts to suit himself with a cleverness 
that would enrage a Squeedonk petti- 
fogger. 

When asked yesterday how he came ~ 
to be such a falsehood teller, the boy 
replied in the most matter-of-fact man- 
ner: “Well, I just can’t help it, that’s 
all. I tell lies even when I. don’t 
know it.”’ 

Young Wilson admits stealing graim 
sacks, but says he was forced to do it 
in order to raise money for food and 
clothing. “I have been unable to ob- 
tain work to amount to anything,” he 
remarked, apologetically, “and when I 
did, my father took my wages away 
from me. I would very much like to 
learn a trade of some kind. If some 
one could get mea job as cook or 
candy-maker I would pay him well for 
his trouble.”’ 

Manager Stuart of the Associated 
Charities has had his hands full with 
the little culprit. The boy applied to 
him for help, presenting forged letters 
of introduction. At first he made a 
s00d impression upon the manager, but 
close questioning got the lad into such 
a tangle of falsehoods that his petition 
was ignored and aid refused him. Next 
he appeared before the Supervisors, 
but with the same result. : 

Since his detention in the County Jail 
pending the disposition of his case by 
the Pasadena Justice, young Wilson 
has added still further to his stock of 
laurels. The jailors say the prisoners 
are caused no end of annoyance from 
him, as he steals everything he can 
lay his hands upon, from a button hook 
to a piece of bread and butter.

BURGLAR CAPTURED. 


Antonio Manzola Wanted by the 
Sheriff at San Jose. 

Chief of Police Glass yesterday aft- 
ernoon. received a telegram from Sher- 
iff J. H. Lyndon of Santa@ Clara county, 
requesting him to arrest Ahtonia Man- 
zola, an Italian about 35 years old, 
wanted in San José for burglary. The 
telegram stated that Manzola would 
probably be found at the Tuscani 
Hotel. 

Detective Bradish was detailed on 
the case, and with Deputy Constable 
Mugnemi as guide and_ interpreter, 
made a thorough search of the Italian 
quarter. They got on Manzola’s trail 
early in the evening, but did not fird 
him before midnight, when they caught 
him at the Venizia House in Soncra- 
town. He had changed his abode sev- 
eral times since his arrival in town, 
and it was difficult to trace his move- 
ments.

. “THE BATTLE OF TARIFFS.” 
Ex-Postmaster-General Wilson has 
an article in the July issue of Mun- 
sey’s Magazine, under the above title. 
It is a lame attempt to disparage the 
new tariff law by comparing it with 
the measure which it superseded, of 
which Mr. Wilson was the nominal 
author, but which was so roughly han- 
dled in the Senate that the author 
scarcely knew his offspring when it 
was returned to the House for ap- 
proval. Mr. Wilson declares that ‘the 


-Dingley Bill is, in the main, a repro- 


duction of the McKinley Bill, and 
tends to still more accomplish the 
avowed purpose of the latter, to check 


imports.” He says, further, that “un- 


der the McKinley Bill our total im- 
ports for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1893, were $866,000,000 in value, 
and under the law of 1894 (the Wilson 
Bill) our total imports for the fiscal 
year 1896 were $779,000,000.” Thus? 
from his own figures, it apptars that 
the imports for the years named were 


7 $87,000,000 greater under the McKinley 


law than under the Wilson law; which 
plainly goes to show that either Mr. 
Wilson’s figures are incorrect or his 
logic is at fault. 

If he proves anything, he proves the 
exact opposite of what he intends. But 


in fact he proves nothing. The total 


nd the current purchasers of 


volume of imports under a given law 
is of less account than the terms upon 
which foreign goods are admitted to 
our ports. Imports may be large in 
volume under a protective tariff law, 
and they may be comparatively light 
under a “revenueggariff” law. But if 
the imports are heavy under a pro- 
tective tariff, they are so because the 
people are prosperous, money is plenty 
im- 
ported as well as of domestic 
products are liberal. If the imports 
are light under a revenue tariff, they 
are so because trade is stagnant, and 
consumers have but little money to 
purchase goods, either foreign or do- 
mestic, notwithstanding the low’duties 
on the former. In the case of heavy 
imports under a protective law, the 
treasury is benefited by correspond- 
ingly heavy revenues, and has no need 
to borrow money. In the case of light 
imports under a revenue tariff the 
treasury balance is very apt to show a 
deficit, and the borrowing of money 
to pay current expenses becomes a 
necessity. Such was actually the case 
during the whole life of the Wilson 
law, as is too well remembered. By 
reason of the insufficient revenue 
which it furnished the interest-bear- 
ing debt of the nation: was increased 
by over $262,000,000. 

Prof. Wilson further says that “the 
deficit for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1893, was $1,776,994.” During the 
campaign of last year it was fre- 
quently asserted by orators and organs 
opposed to the Republican cause that 
“there was a large deficit at the close 
of the Harrison administration.” As 
everybody knows who knows anything 
about the matter, the McKinley law 


‘furnished an abundance of revenue up 


to the time when its repeal was as- 
sured by the national election of 1892, 
which placéd”Grover Cleveland in the 
Presidential chair, upon an avowedly 
free-trade platform. Had the McKin- 
ley law remained in unchallenged 
operation there would have been no 


on | 


year, under the Cleveland administra- 
tion, showed a treasury deficit, which 
in one year amounted to over $69,- 
000,000. 

Mr. Wilson is liberal in his asser- 
tions, direct or inferential, that a pro- 
tective tariff is a tax on the consumer: 
but he fails to cite any instance in 
which the price of a. commodity has 
been increased by this “‘tax;” nor does 
he tell of the numberless instances in 
which the prices of products subject 
to a high rate of protection have 
steadily fallen, often to a point con- 
siderably below the amount of duty. 

He is especially unfortunate in his 
reference to the surplus on hand in 
the treasury. He “points with pride” 
to the fact that the treasury contains 
$130,000,000, exclusive of the gold re- 
serve, which is available for meeting 
any temporary deficiency, and he 
thinks this amount is ample for three 
years to come, even if the depression 
should continue. When we remember 
that the comfortable surplus to which 
Prof. Wilson refers’is borrowed money, 
upon which the government is paying 
interest, it becomes apparent that the 
boast is} not very well-timed, if it is 
intendéd as a commendation or a vin- 
dication of the Wilson law and the 
Cleveland administration. As to the 
contingency of the possible continu- 
ance of “‘the depression,” Prof. Wilson 
may dismiss his forebodings. The 
period of depression virtually ended 
when William McKinley was elected 
President. Improvement in the busi- 
ness situation began from that date. 
It has continued in ever-increasing 
volume down to the present time, and 
the end is not yet. mae 


The fol-de-rol of delay has begun in 
the case of Ben Hill, the wife mur- 
derer, who was to have been hanged 
at San Quentin yesterday. This shame- 
ful juggling with justice is but a 
breeder of more shameful things on 
the part of an outraged people. If 
the organization of vigilance commit- 
tees are recommenced in this State, 
the lawyers and the courts wil? be re- 
sponsible for it, and when those de- 
terrents of crime are in active opera- 
tion it is not improbable that some of 
the lawyers who are so expert on de- 
murrers and things may find a hempen 
necktie dangling within reach of their 
worthless necks. Some samples of 
English promptness in the conviction 
and punishment of criminals in this 
State will do more to increase respect 
for the law than a hundred volumes 
of able editorials bemoaning the prac- 
tice of lynching. These outrageous 
delays in the execution of convicted 
persons should “be heard to cease.” 


Again we are informed that the 
Kansas Populists hope to make a fu- 
sion of the Free Silver Republicans 
and Democrats, along with themselves, 
of course, upon an .issue of ‘“‘opposi- 
‘tion to the Federal courts.’’ As 
something unique in the way of issues, 
this is great, but weak and wobbly 
as it is, it is certainly an improve- 
ment on free silver. If this issue 
does not work next time they can 
“resoloot” that thes “laws of nature’”’ 
are contrary to Populistic taste, and 
must be repealed, also that death must 
be abolished. When the Kansas 
crank starts in to regulate things 
there is no limit to his capacity as a 
tackler, so we may reasonably expect 
him to start in on infinite things as 
soon as he has the world thoroughly 
regulated to his satisfaction. The 
Kansas Pop is a birdling of the 
prairie.

Important and Interesting Points 
Decided by Courts. 

The following items of legal news 
have been gleaned from court records 
by the Lawyers’ Coéperative Publish- 
ing Company of Rochester, N. Y.:, , 

A statute exempting the praceeds of 
life insurance policies from liability for 


| degs is held, in re Heilbron (Wash.) 


35 L. R. A. 602, to be unconstitutional 
if given a retroactive effect by apply- 
ing it to previously existing debts and 
policies. 

A statute authorizing the killing of 
animals found neglected or abandoned, 
or which have become useless because’ 
of injuries, disease or age, is held, in 
Loesch vs. Koehler (Ind.) 35 L. R. A. 
682, to be unconstitutional as depriving 
the owner of property without due pro- 
cess of law so far as it permits such 
killing without notice to him. 


A patrol of strikers in front of a fac- 
tory is held, in Vegelahn vs. Guntner 
(Mass.) 35 L. R. A..722, to be a pri- 
vate nuisance when instituted for the 
purpose of interfering with the busi- 
ness, and it is no justification that 
the motive or purpose of the strikers 
is-to secure better wages. 


The law as to contracts against pub- 
lic policy is held, in Doane vs. Chicago 
City Railway Company (Ill.) 35 L. R. 
A. 588, to be applicable to a contract by 
which:-a street-railway company pur- 
chases the consent of a majority of the 
owners of the frontage on a street in 
order to secure from the common coun- 


cil permission to lay railway tracks 
therein. 


A contract extending the monopoly 
of a patent to an unpatented and un- 
patentable article necessary to the op- 
eration of a patented :nachine by a 
provision that this article shall be 
bought exclusively from the patentee 
is sustained in Heaton-Peningsular But- 
ton Fastener Company vs. Eureka Spe- 


cialty Company (C. C. App. 6th C.) 
35 L. R. A. 728. 


The legal capacity of a corporation 
to take property by will in excess of 


j the amount prescribed by its charter 


is held in Congregational Church 
Building Society vs. Everitt (Md.) 35 
L. R. A. 693, to be a matter which can- 
not be questioned by heirs-at-law or 
next of kin but only by the State. 
Imprisonment for more than two 
thousand one hundred and sixty days 
in default of paving: fines aggregating 
$720, for the violation of an ordinance 
respecting trespass upon public parks, 
is held, in State, ex rel. Garvey vs. 
Whitaker (La.) 35 L. R. A. 561, to con- 
stitute unusual and unreasonable pun- 
ishment, where it anpears that the ac- 
acused upon what was essentially one 
compla‘nt was found guilty of seventy- 
two distinct violations of the ordi- 
nance within one hour and forty min- 
utes. In the annotation to this case 
a very great number of decisions on 
cruel and unusual punishment are re- 
viewed. 


The power of a district attorney to 
enter a nolle prosequi after the convic- 
tion of the accused is completed is de- 
nied in State ex rel. Butler vs. Moise 
(La.) 35 L. R. A. 701. The annotation 
carefully analyzes the authorities as to 
the power of a public prosecutor to 
dismiss a prosecution. 


The damages in an eminent domain 
case are held in Becker vs. Philadel- 
phia and Rapid Transit Railway Com- 
pany (Pa.) 35 L. R. A. 583 not to in- 
clude the diminished value of mer- 
chandsie or injury to business in con- 
sequence of a removal of its location 
— by the taking of the prem- 
es. 


The measure of damages for fraud 
in contract for the exchange -.of prop- 
erty is held, in Rockefeller vs. Mer- 
ritt (C. C. App., 8th CH L. A. 
633, to be limited, to the difference be- 
tween the actual value of the prop- 
erty which the plaintiff parted with 
and that which he received. 


An adverse use which is not con- 
tinuous but which consists in the use 
of a dam during certain months of 
every year for the purpose of sluicing 
logs is held in Swan vs. Munch (Minn.) 
35 L. R. A. 743, to be sufficient to cre- 
ate an easement by prescription. 


Consequential damages for changing 
the grade of a street after it has been 
opened and used on the natural sur- 
face as a grade line js held, in Blair 
vs. Charleston (W. Va.) 35 L. R. A. 852, 
to be recoverable under a constitu- 
tional provision allowing compensation 
for property damaged. 


General reputation in a family as to 
the death of a member if not derived 
from declarations of any deceased 
member of the family, is held, in re 
Hurlburt (Vt.) 35 L. R. A. 794, to be 
inadmissable to show the fact of his 
death prior to the death of his father:

SSISTANT SECRETARY OF 
THE NAVY ROOSEVELT has 
@ profound love for proficiency; 
and, under supervision, 
the battleships and armored cruisers 
of our North Atlantic Squadron will be 
put through their paces early in Sep- 
tember. 

The occasion is one ef unusual 
moment; for then, for the first time, 
our line of battle will be maneuvered 
as it surely would be in case of actual 
hostilities. Heretofore we have had 
fleet drills, but with heterogeneous 
squadrons, ‘composed of vessels of 
many types and impossible of con- 
certed action in battle. This time the 
vessels will be of the armored type, 
and such as would really have e to 
stand the brunt of battle, and upon 
whose force we should have to depend 
on the day of trial. 

The modern battleship is an im- 
mense aggregation of great powers, 
offensively and defensively, and it is 
not alone satisfactory that we should 
have sueh engines of destructive might, 
for their possibilities are limited to 
the destructive genius of the men in 
charge, and from the captain down to 
the lowest officer that may succeed to 
the command it is needful that they 
should know the ship to a nicety. 

The fleet will consist of the first- 
class battleships Iowa, Indiana and 
Massachusetts; the second-class bat- 
tleships Maine and Texas, and the 
armored cruisers New York and 
Brooklyn. 

Of this fleet but two of the vessels, 
the Indiana and the Massachusetts, 
are sister ships, and it is the primary 
purpose of the evolutions to study the 
peculiarities of each and reduce their 
functions to a standard of possible 
concert. The wisdom of this cannot 
be too strongly emphasized; for thus 
in peace times can defects be detected 
and remedied, and the maximum of 
unity of action discovered and settled. 

The proposed maneuvers, then, will 
be of the greatest importance to the 
service as well as to the country, first 
in the tactical experience for officers 
and crew, and second in the prompt 
discovery of difficulties. 

Mr. Roosevelt will join the squadron 
at Hampton Roads, and, in the Dol- 
phin, will accompany the fleet to sea, 
where, for four days, the ships will 
undergo drills of all kinds, including 
tactical formation, great gun prac- 
tice, signalling. search-light exercises 
and individual maneuvers. 

Mr. Roosevelt believes that the ships 
which will perform these drills are 
among the best in the world, and he is 
anxioys to justify more of them. And 
to that end, he is anxious to see for 


‘himself how radical are some of the 


reported defects, and to study. upon 
what lines we should make departures 
or remedies. 
The vessels of the fleet are the prod- 
ucts of some of the greatest architect- 
ural minds the navy has produced, 
and individually are magnificently 
formidable; but the question now is 
to determine, if possible, on what fur- 
ther line we shall proceed to gain the 
greatest promise of harmonious action, 
Taking the Iowa, the largest of the 
fleet, she has a total weight or dis- 
placement of 11,410 tons. She is 360 
feet long, has a beam of 72 feet, 2% 
inches, and draws normally 25 feet of 
water. She carries a main armament 
of eighteen guns, ranging from rapid- 
fire four-inch guns up to her ponderous 
twelve-inch rifles in heavy armored tur- 
rets. There is an auxiliary force of 
twenty-eight smallér pieces ranging 
from the Gatling up to the six-pounder. 
Shecarrieshundredsof tons of hardened 
steel armor, varying in thickness from 
four to eighteen inches. Her propell- 
ing engines are capable of developing 
an indicated horse power of 11,000—a 
force that has no descriptive equiva- 
lent, while eighty odd auxiliary engines 
are provided for the accomplishment 
of as many different services, any one 
of which is far beyond the muscular 
aggregate of her whole crew. Besides 
all this, she must be a comfortable 
housing for her complement of five 
hundred, and must have room enough 
for their provisions and the coal that 
must feed her boilers. ; 
The magnitude of such a vessel may 
de partly appreciated by the reader 
if he will take an ordinary three-story 
dwelling, quadruple its height and 
double its breadth, and fill the inter- 
ior with a score of elevators, an elec- 
tric-lighting plant, steam-heating ap- 
pliances, ventilators, and an extensive 
system of sanitary plumbing in ad- 
tion to the usual furniture. Crowd into 
that space guns and ammunition, and 
picture the difficulty of running such 
a place with the tax of interdependence 
of concerted action, and one has only 
a very modest notion of the complex 
difficulties on shipboard. 
In the Indiana and the Massachusetts 
we have the equal of the Iowa in many 
respects, while in others their lesser 
displacement has imposed restrictions. 
In the Texas and the Maine we have 
a cross between an armored cruiser 
and the first-class battleship, and, in 
the case of these approaching evolu- 
tions, the maximum of concerted action 
will be based upon the best that these 
vessels are equal to. The New York 
and the Brooklyn, in point of speed 
can hold their own anywhere, and in 
the matter of tactical adroitness, may 
be said to be the leaders of the fleet. 
To begin with, each vessel has its 
own turning radius; that is, an arc in 
which she may circle best; she has also 
a certain time period in which she can 
go ahead or astern from the full stop, 
or an established period in which she 
can come to a full stop, either ahead 
or astern, from full speed. All this 
constitutes the working efficiency of 
the craft; and fleet maneuvers must be 
timed to harmonize these individual 
characteristics. Such are some of the 
difficulties that confront Rear Admiral 
Sicard; and from them one can realize 
the task of reducing them to unity of 
action. Repeated drills and endless 
patience alone can accomplish this end; 
and when that much is accomplished 
the fleet is a unit only in the matter of 
movement. The efficiency of gun-fire 
and general handiness must follow as 
other steps;” while the disposition of 
the fleet to the best advantage is 
something resting with the com- 
mander-in-chief and the ready inter- 
pretation of his captain. Proficient in- 
dividually, each ship then becomes 
merged in the greater organization of 
the fleet. She then becomes part of a 
regiment, so to speak, and moves with 
a force that is dangerous alike to 
friend or foe. She must keep a certain 
distance from her flanking or leading 
fellows. She must be able to form in 
single line ahead or abreast, to move 
in column ahead or obliquely, and to 
double on herself without interference 
to the formation of her neighboring 
ships. It will be remembered that the 
British battleship Victoria was sunk in 
this way and through a_ miscalcula- 
tion of distance. As a body, the fleet 
must be able to charge like a squadron 
of cavalry; and the difficulty can be 
realized partly when it is remembered 
that the horses in this case are masses 
of from seven to twelve thousand tons, 
moving at the rate of quite fifteen 
knots an hour. A mere touch from 
such a craft would mean destruction 
or appalling injury. This proficiency 


is not all on deek and at the wheel, for 
down in the engine-room away from 
the sight of the passing water rests the

Particular attention-will be paid to 
the various auxiliary engines that add 
to the working efficiency of the guns, 
the handling of the heavy ammunition, 
and the steering arrangements; and a 
At 
present, the Iowa has electrical, pneu- 
matic, and hydraulic mechanisms for 
this purpose; and the question to solve 
is which will be best in future. The 
one susceptible of easiest repair, and, 
at the same time, of least danger in 
time of breakage is the one to com- 
mend itself for future use. 

There will be target practice and 
torpedo practice and under the stimu- 
lating presence of the Assistant Secre- 
tary, a good deal of emulation is ex- 
pected, and there is promise of some 
very successful scores. 

There will be the usual drills of pre- 
paring for action, passing ammunition, 
and preparing to abandon ship; and 
nothing will be left untried that in any 
way proves the relative. efficiency of 
the ships individually or collectively. 

Proficiency in fleet or squadron tace 
tics is the highest art of naval warfare, 
and in a conflict between even fleets of 
equal power the palm of success will 
rest with him whom practice has made 


nearly perfect. . 


In these evolutions, we are following 
the annual routine of European na- 
vies; and next year, perhaps, we may, 
begin the solution of some of ‘those 
strategical problems that permit of the 
utilization of every craft from the 
battleship down to the torpedo boat.

_professor so stolidly refused to allow them 
to go that one of the directors of the com- 
pany, 
summoned to Pasadena and held a conference 
both with the manager and president of the 
company, but with what result could not be 
learned,

Lowe said there was nothing to it, to speak 
of; that some of the men did not know as 
well as he did what belonged to the com- 
pany and what did not.

Capture of a Large Man-eating 


Shark. 

REDONDOG BEACH, Aug. 27.—[Regular 
Correspondence. ] The large man-eating 
shark captured. by Capt, Barney Pierson of 
the yacht Viking while cruising in the chan- 
nel off Rocky Point was towed to wharf No. 
1 last evening by the. yacht Bonnie Bell, and 
was hoisted on the wharf this morning. The 
monster was embalmed, or, rather, washed in 
a preparation supposed to prevent the fish 
from creating a stench until after Sunday. 
The shark was of the man-eating variety 
usually found in the south seas, and rarely 
seen in these waters. It is provided with 
six rows of large, saw-edged teeth, calculated

Proposed Co-operative ,Plant for 

Evaporating Fruits. 

AZUSA, Aug. 27.—{Regular Correspond- 
ence,] 


Reference has been made in this 
correspondence to a projected coéperative can- 
nery. It seems, however, that the proposal] 
is to establish an enterprise out of the ordin- 
ary in the line of fruit-preserving enterprise. 
being in the nature of an evaporator with 
cannery annex. The nucleus for this enter- 
prise has been in existence here for two years, 
in the form of an experimental evaporator, 
having a capacity of a ton of fruit. While 
this is a. private affair, being owned by A, P. 
Griffith, it has not been established as a 


money-making project for him, but purely 


as an expériment to determine the feasibility 
of the project before attempting to interest all 
thegrowersoffruitin the organization of a co-

operative enterprise on a large scale. The 
Times correspondent visited the evaporator at 


‘Mr. Griffith’s home farm and watched it in 


operation, and was also one of the hundreds 
of people who tasted the prepared fruit at the 
Farmers’ Institute and the Pomological So- 
ciety meeting. From the opinions expressed 
by many people, and by personal tests there 
seems no doubt that the product of the 
evaporator is a big improvement over the 
ordinary sun-dried fruit, and the fact that 
the experiments being made by Mr. Griffith 
are simply for the good of fruit growers at 
large and not as a means of making personal 
profit makes the matter of interest to every 
fruit grower in this section. 

The evaporator consists of a large oven 
heated by crude oil, in which are four ar- 
rangements not unlike the Ferris wheel in 
design, which keep the fruit revolving, thus 
bringing each tray of fruit in its turn to the 
hottest part of the oven, and subjecting all 
the fruit to an even treatment. In this way 
the fruit is thoroughly dried in from thirty to 
forty hours, according to its size. 

If one were left to judge this fruit by its 
appearance, he would undoubtedly declare it 
to be inferior in color to sulphured fruit, for 
this is much darker. But the superiority of 
the evaporated fruit is in its edible qualities, 
and it is distinctly stated by Mr. Griffith 
that the fruit is not designed to please the 
eye, but ‘the palate. 

For the evaporator treatment, the fruit is 
sulphured but about ten minutes, as against 
the hours spent in the sulphur houses by 
sun-dried fruit, and thus it is kept free from 
sulphuric acid, which gives to the common 
dried fruit a tartness which destroys the true 
fruit flavor. 

A feature of the work now being conducted 
is the evaporation of vegetables, which has 
also proved very successful, About a ton 
of potatoes have been thus evaporated and 
sent to Klondyke, on an order from a San 
Francisco house, and the saving thus made 
is seen in the fact that the green potatoes 
would have been subject to about $500 
charges for freight and packing over the 
trails, while the .evaporated potatoes have 
all the nutriment in 300 pounds, and can be 
shipped to Klondyke for $75, or a saving of 
$425 for the same food properties. This pro- 
duct is not designed for home consumption, 
but is especially desirable for shipment to 
out-of-the-way places, such as mining ¢enters. 
It is proposed to evaporate other vegetables 
which are to be had only in certain seasons, 
that such commodities as pumpkin pies can be 
enjoyed throughout the year. 

The field thus opened up is a broad one, and 
when, as is proposed, the co-operative evap- 
orator is set up, with a capacity five times 
that of the experimental one, it will offer 
possibilities to the farmers of wis section of 
great importance, while other sections will be 
encouraged to join in the movement. 

While the corporation is not yet completed, 
enough farmers have signified their willing- 
ness to take hold of it to give hope that it 
will be completed and the evaporator be in 
operation by spring.

Residence and Furniture Burned, 
POMONA, Aug. 27.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.] , The levy of a tax rate of $1 on each 
$100 of valuation has caused some peculiar 
contention in town, which arises from the 
fact that among those who were the most 
anxious to maintain the extensive street im- 
provements were a number of the leaders 
of the anti-saloon forces, and this was at- 
tributed to the desire of the temperance peo- 
ple to keep the tax rate as high as it had 
been under their administration.

NEW DELHI CREAMERY ALMOST 
READY FOR WORK. 


It Will Be Formally Opened Next 
Wednesday — Pfeniger Wants 


Damages for His Thrashing and 
Threatens Libel Suits. 


SANTA ANA, Aug. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] On Wednesday of next week the 
Delhi creamery will be formally opened for 
business. All of the machinery is now. in 
position, and is being tested and adjusted 
ready for the first consignment of cream on 
Wednesday morning. Carpenters are still at 
work in the refrigerator and there are some 
small details to be attended to in the boiler- 
room, otherwise the machinery is ready for 
work. The creamery will have a separating 
capacity of 35,000 pounds per hour. The big 
churn and combined butter-worker will hold 
400 gallons at one time, and its speed will be 
such as to make butter from 400 gallons once 
in every hour. The machinery is of the latest 
design, and the equipment is perfect in every 
detail. It comes from Chicago, San Francisco 
and Los Angeles manufacturers. Every piece 
is of modern construction and is regulated 
for convenience and economy. J. H. and B. 
H, Wilson of Tustin are in charge of the 
creamery, and with them will be associated 
P. A. Raab, the champion butter-maker of 
Southern California, who took first prize at 
the Los Angeles fair a year ago. 

Delhi Creamery is located on land belong- 
ing to James McFadden, two miles south of 
Santa Ana. The building and land were 
given by Mr. McFadden for the use of the 
creamery. It is in the heart of a rich 
section, where are raised the finest cattle in 
the country. It will be a great boon to the 
farmers of that section, who have already 
made arrangements for supplying the cream- 
ery with more milk than its present capacity 
can accommodate. It is the third creamery 
to be established in .the county. The name 
given to the establishment was taken orig- 
inally from Dehli, Delaware county, New 
York, one of the richest butter centers in the 


country. 
STILL AFTER IT. 


Uncle Johnny Pfeniger has not given up his 
suit for damages against Jacob Winters, who 
administered a’ sound threshing to said 
Pfeniger about six months ago.

REDLANDS. 


Latest Developments in the Bear 
Valley Receivership. 
_REDLANDS, Aug. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The latest circular, issued on 
Thursday by. Receiver E. H. Spoor of the 
Bear Valley Irrigation Company to the water 
users and holders of class A certificates; has 
stirred up the long-existing water strife to 
unusual depths. The circular is, briefly, to 
the effect, that the receiver will receive, on 
account, the old schedule of annual and semi- 
annual! rental charges upon class A and class 
B certificates, which will be credited to the 
accounts of consumers, pending a final ju- 
dicial decision in the principal water case 

now pending. - 

It seems that class A and Class B water 
certificates were originally sold by the com- 
pany, calling for a certain amount of water 
for a certain stipulated annual rental. Judge 
Ross of the United States Circuit Court, in 
the case of Osborn vs. Lanning, receiver of 
the San Diego Land and Town Company, ren- 
dered a decision which in effect declared in- 
valid the sale of water certificates. That is, 
the water was held to belong to the people, 
and a charge could only be made for deliver- 
ing it, such charge to yield a net income on 
the cost of the plant of not less than 6 nor 
more than 18 per cent. 

As a result of this decision. Receiver Spoor 
a hag to deliver water at so much per 
nch, 
stipulated in the certificates. This led the 
attorney for the class A certificate holders to 
take the matter into the courts. A complaint 
was filed against the recciver’s action, The 
receiver’s attorneys in turn filed a demurrer 
to the complaint, and in the demurrer at- 
tacked directly the legality of the certificates. 

he case was brought before Judge Ross, 
who, on August 6, rendered the following de- 
cision, the Savings and Trust Company of 
Cleveland, O., a corporation, being the com- 
plainant, and the Bear Valley Company, et 
al., the defendants: 


in the briefs of counsel’ would be to deter- 
mine, on these interlocutory proceedings the 
merits of the cause, in so far as the inter- 
vening petitioners are concerned, in advance 
of the trial. This, I think; ought not to be 
done. For this reason, and for this reason 
only, without here expressing or intimating 
any views in respect to the validity of the 
alleged rights of the petitioners, but to main- 
tain the status of the’ property as it existed

involved in the final cause. a 

As to the intent of the circulars just is- 
sued, Mr. Spoor explained that, on the ad- 
vice of his attorney, he has notified the cer- 
tificate holders that he will receive upon ac- 
count the old schedule of rental charges upon 
the class A and class B certificates, the va- 
lidity of said certificates, however, not be- 
ing admitted in the receiving of such money, 
nor waiving the right to enforce the collec- 
tion of the rates heretofore established by 
him as receiver. Thus the certificate holders 
will receive their water thereon, pending the 


final settlement of the case, by paying .the | 


old rental charges, and leaving the question 
of the validity of the certificates and ‘the 
collection of the new rates in statu quo un- 
til the final decision of the principal case. In 
case the certificate holders do not pay up 
promptly, Receiver Spoor will cease deliver- 
ing the water called for until the final de- 
cision is rendered, and as the certificate 
holders have been advised by a _ self-ap- 
pointed committee to make no payment until 
the matter has been thoroughly sifted by the 
consumers’ attorneys, a lively time or no 
water seems imminent.

PUBLISHER OF THE PACIFIO WAVE 
PLEADS “NOT GUILTY.’ 


Charged With Battery Upon B. A. 
Stephens, He Demands a Jury 
Trial—An Elegant New Barge to 
Be Appropriately Dedicated. 


SAN DIEGO, Aug. 27.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Publisher L. L. Boone of the 
Pacific Wave, who assaulted Bascom A, 
Stephens, editor of the San Diego Progress, 
on D street, late Thursday afternoon, was 
arraigned before Justice of the Peace Bryan 
at 10 o’clock this morning on the charge of 
battery. He pleaded ‘‘not guilty,’’ and de- 
manded a jury trial. The case was set for 
Wednésday, September 1. 

There has been bad blood, it seems, ex- 
isting between Boone and Stephens for some 
time, dating back to the recent water con- 
test over the voting of $1,500,000 bonds for 
a municipal water system in the city of 
San Diego. During the month of June, last, 
Mr. Stephens published an article in the 
Progress, referring to Mr, Boone in lan- 
guage to which that gentleman seyiously 
objected, and criticising his policy of at- 
tacking the appropriation for the deep-water 
harbor at San Pedro in the publication known 
as the Pacific Wave. In a subsequent is- 
sue of the Progress another article was pub- 
lished, complimenting the typographical ap- 
pearance of the first issue of the Pacific 
Wave, but again criticising its policy in op- 
posing the appropriation for San Pedro. This 
latter article was republished in The Times 
a few days ago, properly credited to the 
Progress, and coming, to the notice of Mr. 
Boone, who believed thgt Mr. Stephens had 
sent the article to The Times for publication, 
he immediately started out to hunt up its 
author. The two men met on D street, in 
front of the Methodist Church Block, Boone 
swooped down upon his somewhat smaller 
adversary like a Missouri blizzard, choking 
him until he was almost breathless. As soon 
as Mr. Stepnens could free himself from the 
irate Boone, he swore out a complaint and 
had him arrested for battery. Mr. Stephens 
states that this week’s issue of the Progress 
will, no doubt, be interesting to Mr. Boone.

ner by Stanton Post, G.A.R, | 


As if to emphasize the fact of the 
celebration of flag night by Stanton

DOUBLE-TRACK PATTON’S UNDER-

Pike is the country 
where, when Boone was a boy, the 
people mobbed the linemen, because, 
they argued, that the telegraph would 
seare the blackbirds and conjure the 
devil. Does Boone propose to send the 
whole edition of his ‘‘To-Be-Called- 
By-Some - Appropriate-Name”  news- 
paper to the classic shades of Pike 
county? God forbid, Northern Cali- 
fornia has been overrun with Pikers 
for the last fifty years. They are a 
very undesirable class of immigrants. 

The object of Boone’s paper is against 
public policy, public justice and public 
friendship.
